With the solitary 
exivptloii of .Vzelina, ever.v winner was heavily 
supimrted by the talent and piitdle alike. The 
sport was voted jrrand and the weather {glorious. 
Just bt‘fore the fifth race the siHH'tators were treated 
to a pyrotechnic display, which preceded a cooling 
rain fall that gratefully teniperetl the heat.

APPLAUSE FOR NICOL AND ALMA DUFOUR. PETER STERLING WINS CANADIAN DERBY. 



Corrigan Mare, Splendidly Ridden, Runs Another 
Fast and Game Race at Latonia. 

('inciiinati. O., July lo. — In the mile handicap at 
Latonia toda.v Almu Dufoiir ran one of the gamest 
and liest races of the season. Apparently lieateii 
a fiirl(Mig out. she •came on and won in as supreme 
a test of tlionHiglilrt-ed ciHirage as lias Ih*cu seen in a 
long time. Slie was favorite for the raee and well 
Itacked. Nicol liad the mount and he put up a ride 
tliat wonhl have l»e(*n a credit to any saddle artist. 
The liU'ral applause ac(‘orded him wht*n lie (*ume 
Iia(*k to the scales was well merited, (’ottontown 
was the imcemaker .for nearly the entire trip. The 
time for the race was l::i9?.. This was fust, c(mi- 
sideriiig that the tra<*k was at least one s(*cond slow. 

For the s(‘cond time here this seasiHi. a BK> to 1 
shot 8C(H*ed when Minnie Johnson led her company 
in the second race. She hud enough supisirt from 
the small 8|M*culators to force the price from l."»0 to 
160 to 1. It was the mare’s second start at tlie 
meeting. Slie had only gone to the post (Mice previ- 
ously since the winter season and tliat was at the 
Louisville spring meeting. She W(m a couple of 
races last winter at Algiers and. although she liad 
been Identified, the judges again had her vouclied 
for by repntalile turfmen liefore bets were paid. 

Tlie defeat of the (’orrigau fillies. Catherine If. and 
Margie, were hard Idows to the talent. The victor- 
ies of the favorit(*s, Oiitwai and Marsh RtHlon, helped 
form followers out to some extent as did also Hiat 
of Topsy Kobinson. 

For rough tactics in the handicap on Major T. J. 
Carson, j(M*ke.v Aulmclion was fiiK*d $2.'i and cautioned 
by the judges. In the first race Auliuchou fell with 
Bedrice on the wa.v to tlie post and was stunned. 
C. Fisher was sniistituted. 

Jockey D. Boland was sehediiled few four or five 
nmnnts, including Outwai, hut was excused on ae- 
(HHint of illness. 

C. C. McCafTerty lodged a proti'st witli the judges 
against the payment of the pnrsi* to .Minnie Jolin- 
.soii on th(* ground that K. E. Pratt was not li(*r 
trainer, despite the fact that he Is registered as 
such. He Iat(*r witlidrew tlie protest. 

Solvent lias b(*en (aistrated and turned out. 

I*at Dunne is imgotiatiiig for the purchase of Fric- 
tion. 

WESTERN TURFMEN DOWN EAST. 

A great many reputable western owners who. if 
conditions now’ were as lh(*y were a few years back. 
Would lie racing tlicir horses over the western 
tracks, are contrilmtiiig to tin* attractiveness and 
prosiierit.v of New York racing thnaigb liaving 
taken their stald(*s east. They are welcome to the 
otlicials of the various racing organizations and are 
in all esst*ntials tlic equals of eastern turfmen. The 
|M*rfornianc(*s of Sir Iliion. Rum’s Horn. Etlion. First 
.Mason, Sewell. I’liil Finch, Nannie Hodge, King’s 
Daughter. Colonial Girl. Tokaloii. Bad News, Hand- 
zarra. First Preiiiiimi. Foinitainidm*, Dasbaw’ay and 
other western horses have add(*d greatly to the 
interest of New York racing and altogether the 
soniewliat extra«*rdliiary aci’cssion of western owners 
lias lieen a bigiily b(>ii(>fi(’ial factor in tlie way of 
contrilmting to the success of the sport on the 
Metro|M»litun tracks. 

But some of the basetiull report(*rs wlio dcscril*e 
and comment on racing affairs for Hie New York 
daili(*s dislike the w«*steriiers. One of Hiese ii(*ws- 
papers recently puldisli(*d a long atta(*k on western 
owners. turfnH‘ii and iMNikmakers — quite amusing, 
liecaiise of its Kii[M*rci1ions assumption of 8U|>erior 
nioralit.v and honesty in turf metliods on the part 
of eastern turfmen and eastern bookmakers. Most 
of Hie article piirfiorts to lie a monologue delivered 
li.v a “big lMM>kinuk(*r” and, in part, is a vicious 
diatrilx* against L. A, (’ella, who seems to have 
distiirlx‘d and offended some of tlie notorious 
“.Mets.” Fiirtlier than lo remark that Celia is a 
p(*rsoii wlio has lieretofori* demonstrated conspicuous 
aliility in Hie way of taking care of himself, that 
point is of no cons(*(pi(*nce to western turfmen, but 
the narrow-iiiinded provincialism of sucli an article 
is. 

The fact is that the controllers of the turf in the 
east could, if so dis|M>s(*d, learn iniicli of value 
from tlie west in Hie line of strict discipline, and 
tlios(* who control W(*sterii racing wonhl lx* lx*ne- 
fit(*d b.v (‘iiinlation of tlie wise lilx*nilit.v of the 
(*:ist ill tiiiaiicial affairs. Gutslde <d’ details of 
niaiiagciiiciit there is little dlff(*reiice. Eastern 
liirriiicn arc no lx*tt(*r and no worse Hian western 
tiirfiiicn. In Ixdli divisions are many men of in- 
tegrity and lii-h character and In lx>tli Hie Inevi- 
table G.iiHiigcnt of lda(k slieep. Any ascription 
of snix-riorily to ibosi* of either st*cHon is silly rot.

This, in spite of 
tin* impiitati(m that several of the choice ones In 
tlie (^HllftH-uia offering of J. B. Haggin passed to 
men w1m> are believed to he Ills agents. Tlit*re were 
(hMihtless many iiargains obtained and there appears 
to lie s(Mne of tills sort In the lots bought bv .1, O. 
Keene, Harry Gardner, L. A. Olla, J. G. Follanshee. 
S. C. Hildreth and Samuel Emery particularly. 

There were only eleven youngsters sold for ’$5,000 
or more each. These were closely related to race- 
horses of high cpiality and. it is said, are g(x>d 
individuals.
